BUDGET SEEN 


MARTINEZ, July 25—When the 
Contra Costa county board of su- 
pervisors meets here Monday to

CHIGAGE MEET 


EVANSTON, Ill., July 25—(U.P) 
—Popular knowledge of the mean- 
ing of science, ‘to remove intol- 
erance and create a new under- 
s-andtng,”” was announced as tie 
major aim of the new Institute of 
Chemistry of the American Chem- 
ical society, which opened a four 
weeks meeting here today. 

Charles D. Hurd of Northwest- 
ern university was appointed sec- 
retary of the institute for 1928. 

Among the features of the in- 
stitute will be discussion by pr.| 
W. E. Emley of the U. S. Bureau 
of Standards, Washington, on the 
results of an extensive survey on 
the industrial utilization of farm. 
wastes which he has been direct- | 
ing for the Department of Com- 
merce. G. M. Rommel, New York, 
agricultural economist, also will 
lecture about farm waste. 

O-ner speakers will be H. T. 
Herrick of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, G. J. Esselson, 
Boston, H. G. Knight, Washington, 
Cc.

“Chemists and in fact, the entire 
body of scientific men and women 
who are coming to be known ai 
the “Fifth Estaie,” compose so 
small a fraction of the world’s 
population and are wrapped in so 
much of apparent mystery, that, 
the masses of the people thave re:

“The Discovery of the Elements’ 
by Prof. B. 8S. Hopkins, University 
of Illinois. 

“The history of the discovery 
of these 90 forms of matter, of 
which everything materia] in the 
universe is made, contains many 
interesting and dramatic episodes” 
Dr. Hopkins says. 

Some of his subjects will be: 
“Elements Known to Ancients’; 
“Discovery of Oxygen and _ its 
Significance.” “The Prediction of 
Elements before their Discovery.”
